If the critics 
can point to one thing in my official 
career which I have done that ought 
not to have done, or to one thing not 
done which I should have done, I shall 
be very glad to surrender my present 
ifficial duties."

"Washington, July 12.—becretary Gags'a 


inteivi™-A yjst'-rday, in which he says 
the Rep^blirin party should make its

p» mg-s ot the administration. 


Events l-a-\p >,ng made it evident that 
the partj was rapidly approaching this 
position, and v'!>ere is not likely to be any 
conflict as to it between its leaders in 
congress and the administration. They 
both have the same aims in view, and it 
will not be necessary for President Mc- 
Kinley to make a "fight," as it has been 
termed, for such a declaration. The do- 
ings of the Atlantic City committee un- 
der the chairmanship of Colonel Hender- 
son doubtless foreshadowed party policy. 


Representative Morris of Minnesota, 


who was a member of this committee, 
called at the White House yesterday. 
He gave it as his opinion that the special 
finance committee of the two houses 
would before long be called in joint ses- 
sion. The final touches which they put 
upon the recommendations will show 
what the policy of the Fifty-fifth con- 
gress is to be and the declaration of the 
national platform of 1900. It is evident 
that a declaration for the gold standard 
will be not only in lino witk the course 
of events, but at this particular Juncture 
Kood politics. 
1Coosevelt's Visit 


The hurried visit of Governor R8dse- 


velt to this city last Saturday still re- 
mains a subject of gossip. At first there 
was a general disposition to credit the re- 
port that Alger's coquetting with Pin- 
gree had made his further stay in the 
cabinet impracticable, and that Roose- 
velt had been called to Washington to 
receive an invitation to become secretary 
of war. 


This view was strengthened by two 


circumstances. 
First, the absence of 


Alger from the gathering at the White 
House in Roosevelt's honor- and, sec- 
ond, by Roosevelt's own refusal to dis- 
cuss this subject in any form, while 
perfectly willing to talk for publication 
on some other subjects. 
On the other 


hand, it was noted that Alger was by 
no means the only cabinet officer who 
absented himself from the evening meet- 
ing, which was really composed of men 
with whom Roosevelt had been oji terms 
of the greatest intimacy in the past, and 
further, that within a little while the 
governor had stated that he found that 
the only way to guard absolutely 
against saying too much, or the wrong 
thing on any subject, is to keep silent 
on it altogether. This would account 
for his silence on the war portfolio even 
if the president had merely put out a 
"feeler" toward him. 


These are some of the negative rea- 


sons for discrediting the Alger succes- 
eorship story, but there are a few of 
positive character also. For example, 
it is well known that underneath all 
his personal regard for Roosevelt, the 
president considers him something of a 
firebrand. In a position where he has a 
free hand and can take sole responsi- 
bility for his conduct, he shows to the 
best advantage. 
When he is one of a 


group of men with differing judgments 
his combative traits, his absolute con- 
victions and his Irrepressible energy 
make him a hard quantity with which 
to reckon. The president would prefer 
on many grounds to have about him 
either the sort of men who will try to 
reconcile their opinions witH those of 
their associates, or If they still cling 
to their Independent views after oppo- 
sition will simply stand aside when they 
find themselves outvoted.

AFLOAT 


OFF MANACLES ROCKS 


Unexpected Floating of the Big Ameri- 
can Liner. Salvage 
Men Elated 


at Their Success, To be Towed 


to Falmouth. May Enter 


Service Again. 


London, July 12-The Paris is off the 


manacles. The situation of the ship 
is most favorable and she is fully afloat 
She is clear of the rocks and securely 
anchored in a small creek near where 
she struck. The pumps are working 
successfully and it is expected she will 
be towed to Falmouth at high tide. 


The German salvagers moved the 


Paris last night astern a distance of 
one hundred and fifty yards, and shift- 
ed the vessel's position slightly to the 
eastward. She was then almost off the 
rocks. 
Several tugs from Falmouth 


went out to the scene, but the Ger- 
mans were not anxious for their as- 
sistance. It was then decided that the 
vessel, being in a position of compara- 
tive safety, should remain where she 
was for the night, and that the divers 
should continue their work of patching 
the hull, so as to minimize the risk of 
towing. The Paris began to move and 
to tug at her anchors this morning the 
crew was obliged to let,<c-ut cable, and 
in about an hour the liner got quite 
clear of the rock and tfeto deep water. 


The salvagers are elated at their un- 


expected success in floating the big 
liner. They had intended simply to 
slew the stern of the liner so as to 
facilitate the operations of the divers, ' 
but it was found that she moved more 
freely than was expected. Three sal- 
vage boats alone practically removed 
her from her critical position unaided. 


Captain Watkins, the other officers 


and twenty members of the crew are 
still on board. The pumps are coping 
with the water, and there is no danger 
of the vessel sinking. 


If on inspection her condition •war- 


rants it the Paris will be taken to 
Southampton or to some other docks 
for repairs. 


New York, July 12—An American line 


official today said the company had 
abandoned the Paris to the under- 
writers, but if proved that she could be 
put in first class shape again there is 
nothing to prevent her resuming her 
place on the American line.

THE SUPERNATURAL. 


Contact With It Brines Oat a Feounar 


Kind of rear. 


We wish the Psychical society would 


one flay attempt an analysis of -what, 
for want of a better word, we must call 
the dread of the supernatural. Both 
those who believe and those who disbe- 
lieve in the notion that the veil between 
this world and the other ia capable of 
being lifted agree in one thing. They 
all recognize the fact that most people 
fear, or. something akin to fear, what 
they believe to be the occurrence of su- 
pernatural phenomena. There is here, 
therefore, a piece of ground which may 
be explored without any begging of the 
question as to whether the fear is caused 
fay real ghosts or by trickery, by rats 
and water pipes or by genuine glimpses 
of the people of another world. One 
would like to know whether the fear 
felt is akin to that experienced when a 
man is frightened by a runaway horse 
or a fire or any other imminent risk of 
life, or whether it is something differ- 
ent in kind. 


Speaking broadly and without any 


minute consideration of the. facts, one 
would' say that ghost fright did differ 
in kind from the fright which cornea 
from active danger. Most people have, 
we imagine, at some time or other in 
their lives experienced that eerie, un- 
canny, creepy feeling which is associat- 
ed with the possibility of contact with 
tbe supernatural. Yet few would de- 
clare that it was in any sense connected 
with the dread of loss of life or limb. 
The man or woman who wakes up ia 
the middle of the night and hoars 
strange noises—thumps, raps, clangs 
and creakings—or sees lights or feels 
the touch of unseen hands is probably 
very frightened, but the sense of bodily 
fear is not present. There is no dread 
of being killed. People in the agony of 
terror caused by dangerous accidents 
constantly call out that they are going 
to be killed, but we doubt if that is ev- 
er the case in tbe fright caused by 
haunted houses. Possibly this differ- 
ence may be said to be due to the fact 
that the dread of the supernatural is 
not nearly so acute as that caused by 
the imminent risk of death. Fe,ople, it 
may be argued,,only imagine themselves 
to be frightened of ghosts, as women 
pretend to be frightened of mice. 
In 


neither case is the fright quite genuine. 
It is only want of self control and could 
be mastered in an instant if the will 
power were in proper order. 


Unfortunately for those who argue 


thus there is plenty of evidence to 
show that occasionally the dread of the 
supernatural produces very serious re- 
sults. On the whole, we should say that 
more" people had been frightened out of 
their wits by what they believed to be 
supernatural phenomena than by acci- 
dents involving great risk of life. It is 
not often that one hears of insanity 
caused even by "the prolonged agony of 
shipwreck. The fear caused by what is 
supposed to be a supernatural agency 
seems, then, to have in it some element 
not found in ordinary fear. If the haunt- 
ing phenomena cause fear, they seem to 
give a shock of special keenness.—Lon-

The Berlin Boersen-Courier tolls 


about a German's invention of a paper 
shirt front which is intended to ap- 
peal to the large number of continental 
Germans who wear dickies. Tho shirt 
front has a paper collar polish and is in 
seven layers. As each iayor is torn off 
it reveals anothtr white, glistening 
front. Thus from one paper dicky the 
wearer may evolve a clean paper shirt 
front for every day in tho week. Tho 
dioky is made to button to auy kind of 
shirt. It costs bat 30 pfennig, or about 
7 cents; consequently the expense of a 
clean front is but a cent a day. In view 
of tho prevalence of tho dicky habit in 
Germany the inventor has taken steps 
to manufacture his compound shirt 
fronts in largo quantifier 


AnildbttV "igalrfst Sting*. 


According to Dr. Friedlander of 


Wiesbaden, electricity is an antidote 
against stings of insects. His plan in 
such cases is to apply a constant cur- 
rent and to place a negative cathode on 
the spot stung by the insect. Galvani- 
zation produces a rather strong sensa- 
tion of burning, but at the same time 
the pain from the sting disappears, and 
if the electricity is applied very soon 
after the wound has been inflicted there 
is little or no swelling. The current, 
however, does excellent service even if 
it be not applied until after some time 
has elapsed, for it removes the pain and 
also quickly reduces the swelling. The 
supposition is that the poieon which 
the insect has injected through the skin 
is neutralized and rendered innocuous 
by the current. 


Dr. Friedlander baa repeatedly made 


experiments of this kind on persons 
who have been stung by bees and wasps 
and has invariably found them success- 
ful. 
He naturally believes that a sim- 


ilar result would be obtained in the 
ca.ses of persons stuijg by other insects.

A tOSS TO BERKSHIRE. 


The sale of the stock « the Stanley 


4l«ctrio company of Pittsfield to the 
Sprague electric company will surely 
deprive the county seat of an irnport- 
,ant and growing industry. The county 
in-ill regret that this loss comes to Pitts- 
field. It is a serious blow to a com- 
munity to have one of its industrial 
centres removed. Up here in the north 
tend w6 have experienced something like 
what Pittsfield is about to experience. 
'A foreign corporation bought up the 
United and American Zylonite compan- 
ies, -which were fast building up the 
village of Howland, later known as 
Zylonite, part of the town of Adams. 
"Work ceased, the machinery of the 
companies was shipped to the factories 
of the purchasing concern, and the vil- 
lage almost melted away. Real estate 
values tumbled 'and population! disap- 
peared. The buying of the Zylonite 
companies was a deal to secure a mon- 
opoly of the industry and the buying of 
the Stanley company seems to be an- 
other of the kind. The Stanley works 
are almost certain to disappear from 
Pittsfield to the city's great disadvan- 
tage. All Berkshire must regret this. 
We have pride in the growth and pros- 
perity of our county as well as in. the 
growth and prosperity of our particular 
cities and towns. 


THE ALASKAN DISPUTE. 


If disquieting rumors keep floating 


and if Ambassador Choate and the 
British foreign office maintain the si- 
lence they have for the past month or 
so the attention of the world •will be 
fixed on southern. Alaska instead of 
being divided between the Philippine 
archipelago, the Transvaal and the 
Hague. These are times of war in 
which we are preparing for peace and 
anything that has the remotest in- 
dication, of friction between the two 
great English speaking nations makes 
the world pause.

', resentatives stood side by side and fell 


side by side -with ours at Samoa, and 
her representatives are co-operating 
•with our representatives to win the 
greatest gains possible for humanity 
and civilization in spite of the ill-con- 
cealed jealousies, hatreds and preju- 
dices of other nations. Here, thon, we 
have the two grrat English speaking 
nations somewhat feverish by the heat 
of war, 'proclaiming as never before in 
thPlr history a unity of purpose and 
blood much to the dissatisfaction of 
. othor nations, and it would bo small 


wonder if persistent rumors of serious 


. disagreement between thorn should ar- 


rpst tho world's attonlion and fix it 
upon the cause of the disagreement, a 
crpspont shaped bit of territory in 
southern Alaska. 


This bit of territory has heretofore 


been considered Tinker} States terri- 
tory. It is so designated on the map 
and has been K'> regarded until recently 
by both tho Canadian and United Stato^ 
governments. In fact no attention was 
givf-n the matter until it was rendered 
prominent by the gold discoveries. It if 
understood that the real purpose of 
Canada in laying claim to the territory 
ia to gain control of Pyramid harbor. 
Pyramid harbor would be a valuable 
port on tho Pacific coast. This harbor 
and almost insignificant piece of dis- 
puted territory are contained in the 
narrow strip of Alaska which stretches 
half way along the western line of 
British Columbia. They are hundreds 
of miles north of the point whore Alas- 
kan territory ends anrl allows Canadian 
territory to touch the ocean. Beyond 
them to the cast and north arc vast 
iMTitorioq which an adjacent port

would help wonderfully to develop, for 
the probability of the region being 
opened by railroad is In the- far distant 
future. The piece of disputed territory 
makes a noticeable dent ire the western 
boundary of British Columbia and is al- 
most at the most north-western corner 
of that land division. The noticeable 
irregularity in the boundary line is due 
to the irregularity of the coast line. The 
treaties recognize as Alaskan territory a 
strip of laud along the coast there ex- 
tending ten marine leagues inland, and 
at the point in Question Lynn canal, an 
arm of the ocean, runs much farther 
inland than does tho Pacific waters at 
any other point on this coast. Conse- 
quently the boundary line of Alaskan 
territory is carried in to conform to this 
indenting so-called canal. The Chilkat 
river empties into this so-called canal 
and is navigable- for heavy shipping as 
far northward as Pyramid harbor, 
which is not far from its mouth. Pyra- 
mid harbor is in Alaskan territory be- 
cause of tho boundary lino being 
measured from the most inland shore 
of Lynn canal. Now, if the crescent- 
shaped piece of territory that noticea- 
bly breaks th'o regularity of the bound- 
ary line were recognized as Canadian 
and not as Alaskan territory Pyramid 
harbor would be a Canadian possession 
and would give a Canadian outlet to the 
Pacific hundreds of miles north from 
any they can now have. It would break 
tho integrity of the Alaskan coast, 
which the United States is desirous of 
preserving. The Canadian contention 
to get possession of this piece of ter- 
ritory and port is that the boundary 
line is improperly measured from about 
the north side of Lynn canal where the 
Chilkat empties. 


Canadians are opposed to regarding 


at least a part of Lynn canal as part 
of the ocean and contend that measure- 
ment should begin some 15 miles farther 
to tho south-west. 


The negotiations in progress to settle 


this dispute have been at a standstill for 
some time. To avoid rupture in the dis- 
puted territory England and the United 
States have agreed not to send mounted 
police or troops to the region, though 
its is believed their presence is needed 
to preserve proper order. Canada is 
suspected of being responsible for most 
of the present unsatisfactory delay in 
negotiations and the report yesterday 
that she intended sending mounted po- 
lice to the disputed territory caused 
considerable anxiety. To do this would 
be breaking the truce established and 
nothing would be left for the United 
States to dio but send troops to the 
region to maintain United States rights. 
Sir Wilfred Laurier, premier of Canada, 
speaks in a way that removes anxiety 
on certain points, but states that the 
boundary question is in much the same 
stage a.3 it was when the joint high 
commission named to settle it ad- 
journed. The commission was to re- 
convene August 4, but a satisfactory 
condition from which to start cannot be 
settled upon. It is quite well under- 
stood, though, that no armed men will 
be sent to the territory by either gov- 
ernment

Among the growing corn^, , •

England, the World's Police. 


In the July Atlantic, Professor Wil- 


liam Cunningham of Cambridge, Eng- 
land, under the title of English Im- 
perialism, explains the present attitude 
of England towards her colonies and 
the rest of the world. Taught by ex- 
perience, sha has abandoned the na- 
tionalist system by -\\hich she formerly 
thought to develop her dependencies for 
her own advantage solely, giving up all 
exclusive rights and simply maintaining 
fair play for all alike; encountering 
with this the task and the necessity of 
maintaining a world police control for 
the restraint and protection of inferior 
and weaker races. Here is an abstract: 


The work of establishing an effective 


police control over diverse races and 
subject populations is not confined to 
India alone. It is coming to the front in 
every part of the globe. It is the mod- 
ern problem par excellence to combine 
free self-government with effective po- 
lice control over large areas which are 
inhabitated by men of different races, 
with different standards of duty and 
different capacity for self-government. 
In the ancient world, when citizenship 
meant membership of a city, the prob- 
lem did mot arise as it does with us. 
But as intercourse develops more and 
more between the highly civilized peo- 
ples and the less advanced races, the 
problem becomes more pressing 
Systematic commercial intercourse be- 
tween the -white man and the black in- 
volves' common civil authority of some 
sort And if white men are to be al- 
lowed to use their capital in developing 
industries, or in carrying o nminang, 
and in opening up the country, they 
must have status of some sort. The 
traders and the capitalists of the west 
are not going to be kept out of undevel- 
oped regions; and wherever they go 
they are apt to demand protection for 
themselves and their property. There 
is need of effective police control, too, 
not only to pro'.ect the white trader, but 
to protect the black man. It is not a 
satisfactory condition of things' when 
the strong man armed takes the law in- 
to his own hands, and punishes offenses 
with indiscriminate ruthlessness. The 
problem of governing diverse races on 
the same soil is the political problem of 
the future; and it is one which England 
has dealt with in India, with terrible 
difficulties and many mistakes, but yet 
with such success that she does not 
shrink from trying to face it in other 
parts of the globe. This is the meaning 
of English imperialism; we see that po- 
lice control is necessary, if the control 
of civilization and barbarism is not to 
be a continued curse to mankind; there 
must be strong civil authority estab- 
lished to keep the peace and punish the 
wrongdoer, whether black or white, and 
Englishmen are ready to undertake this 
police control, wherever we are called 
on to exercise1 it. We do not grasp at 
it; we know the straih it involves and 
the jealousy it breeds, but we will not 
shirk the responsibility when it comes 
to our hands. The difference between 
the old nationalism and the new cos- 
mopolitanism comes out very clearly in 
the attitude we take, in our new posses- 
sions toward the capital and industry 
of other civilized nations. We are exer- 
cising a control in Egypt, with consid- 
erable difficulty and under great provo- 
cation; but theFrench capitalist doesnot 
want to get rid of us. He is taking a 
large part in the industrial and trad- 
ing development of the country. 
We 


have lately opened up the. Nile valley, 
at our own expense, but we do not 
restrict the advantages that come from 
it to Englishmen. Our government know 
that the American method of bridge 
building is more rapid, -and they adopt 
it, a.nd our own ironmasters get very 
little sympathy, either from the gov- 
ernment or the public, when they 
grumble. We think the English engin- 
eers had better learn by experience, and 
that it is good for the n to be made to 
keep up with tho times. The English 
subjugation of India by Olive was of 
no direct advantage to the colonies 
here, for at that time we were working 
on national linos; but the 
policy of 


England in Egypt and on the Nile, at 
the present day, is just as beneficial to 
the American as to the English .manu- 
facturer. The United States are reap- 
ing advantage from our imperialism, 
and we do not grudge it to Americans 
or any one else. 


litter corps of four Chinese, and was 
laughed at for my verdancy. One night 
when there was quile brisk fighting 
around Caloocan, I started, for the fir- 
ing line with my four Chinese.

We pay our Chinamen very well for 
this dangerous work, and when he 
learned what his pay was he must have 
thought, from that evidence, and judged 
by the Chinese scale of wages, that he 
was a sure-enough captain. After that 
we had no difficulty in getting plenty of 
Chinese for the work of litter-bearers. 
These coolies are a race of burden-bear- 
ers, and stand the wear an£ tear much 
better than our own men could do. It 
is rarely now that we have trouble with 
one on .account of cowardice. Of course 
we shelter them all we can under fire, 
for they are just as necessary to us as 
horses or mules would be; but when 
necessary they will go right up under 
the hottest fire, pick up a wounded man, 
ay him gently on the litter, and start 
back with him, trotting, yet careful to 


ivo no unnecessary jar to the litter. 


They are the best men for this particu- 
lar work I have ever seen." 


Other army surgeons tell the same 


tale. Not a medical officer in the field 
but has a squad of these bearers. In 
camp they do the cooking and other 
servants' work. On the march, going 
into position, they carry great weights 
in the way of hospital stores on the 
same litters.—Manila correspondent in 
Leslie's Weekly.

SOCIOLOGY IN AMERICA. 


Important Exhibit to Be Made 


at Paris Exposition. 


BACK FR'OM'THE PHILIPPINES 


A. Missouri Soldier Talks Interest- 


In sly of the 
War. 


William E. Jackson returned to 


Paris, Mo., recently from the Philip- 
pine Islands, where he has been serv- 
ing as a private in the Tennessee regi- 
ment. He took part in the. first battles 
with the Filipinos, but contracted 
rheumatism from exposure and was 
sent home. To the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat correspondent he said: 


"The rainy season is now on in the 


islands, and campaigning will be next 
to impossible for some time to come. I 
believe the, present force, 30,000 men, 
would ,be sufficient to subdue the in- 
surgents if rthe entire force could be put 
into the field,- but with the large num- 
ber needed to^garrison Manila and oth- 
er pointy and the large, numbers in the 
hospitals from sickness and wounds, 
General Otis has a very small force, 
left to prosecute the war. I believe he 
ought to have 50',000 men under his 
command. At the outbreak of hostili- 
ties Manila was practically free of Fili- 
pinos of fighting age. Those who had 
not joined Aguinaldo's army of their 
own accord had been forced into his 
ranks by threats, but, as soon as they 
could do so with safety, hundreds of 
them deserted and sought protection 
inside our lines. The natives seem di- 
vided on the question of American sov- 
ereignty, a goodly per cent of them be- 
ing in favor of it. There are as many. 
tribes in the islands as there are tribes 
of Indians in the United States, but 
the insurgent army is mainly made up 
of members of two or three tribes in 
the island of Luzon. When this island! 
is pacified the war will be at an end. 


"The Filipinos seldom make a stand, 


and that is one reason they have not 
been suppressed. We could not keep 
them in ra~:ge long enough to suppress 
them. They are well armed and have 
ammunition to waste. Their worrying 
tactics make the service very dis- 
agreeable. All night long they keep up 
a fire on our trenches, and all we can 
do is to keep behind cover and let 
them bang away, but to guard against 
surprise we had to sleep on our arms, 
ready to fight at any minute. It is use- 
less to reply to their fire at night, be- 
cause they are either out of range or 
so well concealed that we cannot lo- 
cate them. When morning comes they 
are gone. They watch their chances and 
waylay any stragglers or small squads 
that may fall into their hands and 
butcher them. If they would stand up 
and fight, their army would make a 
miserable showing against the disci- 
pline and pluck of the American troops. 
The only way to suppress them is to 
put enough soldiers in the field to drive 
them into a corner, where they would 
be forced to fight or surrender. 


"The wrecks of 11 of the Spanish 


ships Dewey sunk in Manila bay can 
•still be seen. It makes every soldier 
proud and patriotic when he sees them 
and remembers the glorious victory the 
American ships won in front of Ma- 
nila."

and Business 
HOUHCH Are to Be 


Shown — Progreim 
Achieved 
by 


American Women and Results of 
the Clnb Movement to Be Set Forth. 
The exhibit which the League For 


Social Service is busily collecting for 
presentation at the Paris exposition 
will attempt what has never before 
been offered—a view of the United 
States along the line of its sociological 
development. 


As already announced, the league has 


been appointed by the United States 
commission special agent in the de- 
partment of social economy. Its indi- 
vidual work will be >the institutions 
and movements for improving social 
and industrial conditions, and it will 
undertake to show both existing condi- 
tions and what is being done to im- 
prove them. 


The method of gathering data and 


putting it into shape for illustration is 
novel as it is interesting. The exhibit 
will be made by means of lantern 
slides, four to be shown at a time, with 
a fifth to interpret them in French and 
English. The matter will include glean- 
ings from Maine to California. 


Dr. W. H. Tolman, the secretary, re- 


cently returned from a trip to the west, 
gave a reporter for the New York 
World a graphic idea of the league's 
plans in this connection. He took as 
example a drop forge factory in Brook- 
lyn. 


"Work in such an establishment," he 


explained, "is one of the severest trials 
of physical endurance. The firm has 
taken this into practical consideration. 
Each fire has a separate head and a 
separate chimney to carry off the heat, 
while a shaft above brings the cold air 
down on the workman. 


"A 20 minutes' rest once a day gives 


a man an opportunity to enjoy the 
spray baths placed in the building by 
the firm for their convenience. Anoth- 
er inducement to cleanliness and there- 
fore comfort is the washroom, with hot 
water, where the men may wash their 
soiled shirts, leaving them in the steam 
drying room overnight. 
All these 


things prolong the lives of the work- 
men, and the firm has reaped the com- 
mercial reward of being able to keep 
the factory running when other firms 
are obliged to shut down." 


This odd bit of factory progress will 


make one series of slides. Another will 
present the gymnasium a large insur- 
ance house in the west has built for its 
employees. 


A third shows the great lunchroom 


of a mammoth workshop, with the bill 
of fare as one picture, with vegetable 
soup and coffee free, and such items as 
milk at 2 cents, strawberries 4 cents, 
etc. 


Housing, housekeeping, hygienic, ed- 


ucational, religious and municipal prog- 
ress will all come within the scope of 
the exhibit. 


The lantern will be worked automat- 


ically, charged with 100 slides at a 
time and changed at intervals of two, 
three or five minutes, as desired. With 
each shift the lecturer will put the 
meaning of the pictures into words. 


In all this panorama of progress and 


its possibilities place will be found for 
the organized effort of women. 
For 


the first time the women's club move- 
ment will have opportunity to exploit 
its achievements for the betterment of 
the sex. The various philanthropies— 
and they are as numerous as the clubs 
themselves—will present a ftudy of the 
new woman from a wholly novel view- 
point. 


The League For Social Service is 


barely 10 months old, but the motive 
power behind it has been growing for 
so many years that it may be said, 
paradoxically, to have existed long be- 
fore it was born. It is termed a clear^ 
ing house in social economy and is in 
touch with sociological work the coun- 
try over. President Dr. Josiah Strong 
and Secretary Dr. W. H. Tolman have 
long been prominently in the public eye 
in economic ventures. It boasts four 
bishops on its advisory board—Bishop 
Potter, Bishop Huntington of central 
New York, Bishop Hurst of the Meth- 
odist church and Bishop Vincent, also 
of that denomination. Its membership 
is a large one, and its treasurer is 
Spencer Trask.

cate with the league as to possible 
sociological exhibits.

O'NEIl FOOLED THE AUTHORITIES 


Had an Extra $50, ol Which 40 Cents 


Was Lett When he Was Arrested. 


The wanderings of John O'NHl who 


has oome to be known as the man with 
the annuity, came to a sudden ending 
last evening, when he was arrested on 
the street by Chief Kendall charged 
with drunkenness. This morning in 
court the case against John was con- 
tinued till Friday morning to allow 
him to straighten up. Ho may be al- 
lowed to go back to the farm then. 


It was discovered after he was arrest- 


ed that O'Neil has pretty completely 
fooled the authorities and that he needs 
to be guided in the expenditure of his 
money even more than was at first 
thought.' He received a quarterly pay- 
ment of his $200 June 21, and after 
spending some of it for his. family, pro- 
ceeded to make an excursion to Xylon- 
ite, where he got rid of the rest. This 
was all the money that it was supposed 
he had. 


But on searching' him at the station 


last evening it was found that he had 
vouchers for this payment and also for 
another of $50, which he received July 3. 
Itseems that his annuity began with the 
first of the year, and that the first 
payment he received was back money, 
while at the beginning of this month 
he had received the regular payment 
for the second quarter. This last pay- 
ment the authorities had known no- 
thing about, and when John gave them 
the slip last Friday, it was not sup- 
posed that he had any money. 


When arrested last evening he had 


just 40 cents, which he said was all 
that was left of the $100 he has received. 
In all probability a good many loafers 
who met him received benefit, or at 
least liquids in some form, from the 
state's bounty. O'Neil said he could, ac- 
count for S4S of it, vihich he had given 
to members of his family. 


It is practically assured that a guard- 


ian will be appointed for O'Neil, so that 
the money he receives may be used for 
the benefit of his children, for whom 
the annuity was largely granted. 


It is illegal to sen liquor at all to> a 


pauper, but in all probability it would 
be hard to prove that liquor was sold 
to him directly, but in addition to this 
there is the somewhat peculiar question 
as to whether O'Neil was a pauper or 
not while nis annuity lasted.

Miss Anthony Tells of Seeing 


England's Queen.

ENJOYED TEA AT WINDBOE OASTLE, 


England'* 
Grand 
Old 
Sovereign 


Drove Along the Line ol Members 
of the Women'* Coutfress, Beaming 
on Them ns She Panned—How Her 
Secretary's Economy AViis Shocked. 
The New York World correspondent 


asked Miss Susan B. Anthony the oth- 
er day to describe her impression of 
Queen Victoria, who received her and 
other members of the women's con- 
gress at Windsor recently. 


"The occasion was especially delight- 


ful to ine personally," answered Miss 
Anthony, "as I have thought of Queen 
Victoria so much all my life. I remem- 
ber the day she was crowned, and I 
also remember how my father, when- 
ever he had anything nice to eat which 
mother hud prepared for him, would 
say: 
'Good enough for the queen! 


Good enough for the queen!' 


"I think I can truly say that it gave 


every one of us the greatest delight to 
break the bread and drink the tea pro- 
vided by the queen's own hospitality. 
Her courtesy was greatly appreciated 
by the representatives of the United 
States. We stood in a semicircle," said 
Miss Anthony, " and the queen drove 
out from an archway. She stopped for 
a moment at the head of the line, and 
the Countess Aberdeen paid her re- 
spects. 
' "Her majesty told the countess that 
she -welcomed the delegates to Windsor 
with great pleasure and trusted that 
they did not feel fatigued by their 
journey OH so warm a day. As she 
drove slowly past us down the line she

was saying something to us which we 
could hardly catch, but the look on her 
face was exceedingly benevolent and 
gracious, and she seemed to enjoy our 
greetings. 


"Afterward tea was served in St. 


George's hall, the long tables being 
loaded with strawberries, cakes and 
other dainties. One of the gentlemen 
In waiting told me that when the 
queen consented to receive the dele- 
gates she said: 
" 'I must have tea for these ladies.' 
" 'But, your majesty,' said her sec- 


retary, there are nearly 200 of them.' 


" 'No matter how many. If they take 


the trouble to call, they must have 
tea,' answered the queen. 


"All who were privileged to be pres- 


ent felt that the occasion was a great 
recognition by the queen of the efforts 
of the congress. These are to find by 
mutual comparison and discussion the 
best methods of helping the world into 
better conditions. It also showed that 
she appreciates the advancement being 
made by the women of all nations. 


"The queen has been all these years 


on the English throne, and her wise 
and beneficent reign has been the 
strongest object lesson to the women 
of the United States, where every man 
is a sovereign and every woman should 
be. During her reign Queen Victoria 
bas seen a great revolution, not only in 
the world of economics, through ma- 
chinery, steam and electricity, but also 
in the status of women. From having 
no place in the world except in domes- 
tic life, today women are recognized, 
especially in the English speaking na- 
tions, as the peers of men in the indus- 
tries, professions, arts and sciences. In 
very many countries they possess the 
franchise to a greater or less extent. I 
earnestly hope that Victoria will live 
to see the women of all her colonies 
and of the United States fully enfran- 
chised, clothed with all the rights, 
privileges and immunities which men 
enjoy." 


Being asked for her opinion of the 


Women's"congress, Miss Anthony said: 
"It is the greatest thing for women 
that ever happened. I haven't yet had 
time to arrange my thoughts. Just 
now it seems an endless whirl both 
day and night. We had all civilized 
countries represented, and their wom- 
en will go back full of new ideas and 
knowledge of what the women of other 
countries are doing. 


"To show how rapidly they are or- 


ganizing, the delegates from Norway 
reported that 29 organizations of wom- 
en met and elected them to come to 
London. The effects of this meeting 
will be felt round the world. Ten na- 
tional councils were represented, and 
17 other countries where councils are 
not yet formed sent delegates and will 
be officially represented at the next 
quinquennial meeting, which will be 
held in Berlin."

LONDON'S PAST PLEASURES, 


How Its Inhabitants Amused Themselves 


a Century or Two Ago. 


The Londoner in tbo long past might 


retire to Baguigge Wells, near the pres- 
ent King's Cross, or Florida gardens, 
Brompton (Brompton was noted 100 
years ago for its "salubrious air"), or 
the Marylebone gardens and Bowling 
Green, mentioned byPepysas "a pretty 
place" so long ago as 1668, or the 
Bayswaterf.Tea gardens, which flour-, 
ished till after the middle of the pres- 
ent century, there to sit in a summer 
house overgrown with honeysuckle and 
sweetbrier, drinking tea, then held in 
much esteem as a fashionable beverage, | 
and 
eating 
cheese 
cakes, "heart 


cakes," Chelsea bnus, syllabubs, jellies, 
creams, hot loaves, rolls and butter, 
while a band performed a concerto by 
Corelli or the last new composition by 
Mr. Handel, "The Master of Musiok," 
or a singer gave the last new song by 
Dr. Arne. Afterward his visitors might 
enjoy the privilege of drinking new 
milk from the cow and picking flowers 
and fruit, "fresh every hour in the 
day," a great attraction, doubtless, for 
Londoners at a period when frnit and 
flowers were neither so cheap iior so 
abundant in the metropolis as they are 
at present Nor were more artificial 
amusements lacking. In addition to 
illuminations, fireworks and masquer- 
ades, attended by the world of fashion 
from princes downward, there were 
miscellaneous entertainments of every 
sort. 


A high scaffolding was erected in 


Marylebone gardens in 1736 for a pred- 
ecessor of Blondin called "the flying 
man," who was advertised to fly down 
on a rope pushing a wheelbarrow before 
him. In May, 1785, Lunardi, the first 
aeronaut who went up in a balloon in 
England and was quaintly called "the 
first aerial traveler in English atmos- 
phere" by contemporary prints, de- 
scended unexpectedly one afternoon in 
the Aflam and Eve Tea gardens in the 
neighborhood of Tottenham Court road, 
then a resort of fashion, and was up- 
roariously welcomed 'by the populace 
in acknowledgment of his flight. Later 
on aeronautic flights became a special 
feature of all these pleasure gardens. 
Ponds containing goldfish—a novelty 
iu the middle ct the eighteenth centnry 
—were reckoned ;;3 another of their 
special attractions and were advertised 
as "gold and diver fish, which afford 
pleasing ideas to every spectator."— 
Temple Bar.

Boston, July 12.—"BuneonVbe," says 


General Bridges, warden at the Massa- 
chusetts state prison, when they ask him 
what he thinks of Levl W. Jackson's dis- 
course on how Bunco King Reed skipped 
the country. 


Jackson is also known as "James Z>. 


Blake, the dude con man," and one of hlg 
first actions after leaving the prison this 
week—having served a nine-year sen- 
tence, minus 540 days for good behavior- 
was to giv-e an alleged "expose" of Reed's 
escape, in which he declared: 


"Reed's banker is a curfjstone broker 


in New York, and he sent $12,000 to Reed. 
It came in the form of a certified check, 
and was delivered to Reed by an officer 
of the prison. 


"Reed left the prison on the Sunday 


afternoon before the trial was to begin. 
This was an unusual arrangement. He 
left the prison shackled to Keeper Ab- 
bott. The warden patted Reed on the 
back as he left and said, 'Good luck.' 


"Reed never went to Worcester, as the 


story has been told. Reed's place was 
taken here in Boston by a. dummy, who 
went to Worcester. Reed went to Provi- 
dence that Sunday afternoon and took 
the boat to New York. From, there his 
escape was easy. 


"I know that 'the stuff' will do any- 


thing in the state prison here. 
The 


prices paid for commodities are fixed. 
For instance, 'booze' is $5 a quart. I have 
paid 25 cents for a newspaper a good 
many times. Sugar is 50 cents a pound, 
butter costs $2 a pound, opium and mor- 
phine call for 'big dust.' Five 2-cent 
stamps cost us 25 cents. All these things 
are bought from the officers." 


Warden Bridges refused at first' to 


have anything to say about the charge; 
he considered it unworthy of an answer; 
but his questioner persisted, and he. 
finally said: 


"Think for a moment—how could 


Blake possibly know about what was 
going on outside while he was locked up 
here? Reed never had anything to do 
with Blake inside the prison, either." 


Two officers indorsed this declaration, 


saying that Reed held himself constantly 
aloof from his pretended "confidante."' 
As to Reed bjaing supplied with funds 
from outside,*Wie warden said he never 
had enough money while in his custody 
to cause anybody to notice the fact; "and 
when a prisoner has a little cash, it 
quickly becomes noised about among the 
other prisoners. Reed certainly never 
had $100 or anywhere near it while he was 
here." 


At the office of the prison commission- 


ers it was stated that no credence was 
given to Blake's "charges." "He came 
hereafter he was discharged. He didn't 
have a nickel, and we 'fixed him up,' and 
this is his gratitude," said one official. 
Surprise was expressed at his "nerve" in 
making such statements, "since he is 
practically only out on probation. An- 
other arrest might cause him to receive 
a 25-year sentence," it was added.

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The Modern Way of Making Shot 


A 


NEW and unusual Interest is at 
present being taken in ammuni- 
tion because of the stand taken 


at The Hague peace convention by cer- 
tain of the powers in this matter. Eng- 
land's refusal to agree to the abolition 
of the dum dum bullet and Captain 
Mahan's advocacy of the explosive rifle 
ball have aroused public curiosity as 
to how the ordinary shot and shell of 
war aite made and wherein they differ 
from the more destructive leaden im- 
plements of death. 


The dum dum bullet, on account of 


having its steel apex either cut off flat 
or previously split, at once "mush- 


ing. For many years gun shot had 
been made by the melting of lead in 
colanders, which are merely vessels of 
suitable size, pierced with small holes, 
through which the heated metal drip- 
ped into tanks of water placed beneath 
them. The result was that the small 
drops of lead, being still hot, were in- 
variably flattened at the point of im- 
paot with the water. 
This 
was a 


serious defect in all eighteenth century 
shot, and troubled the manufacturers 
of 
that article of 
ammunition very 


much. The problem seemed insuper- 
able, until one day a shot maker of the 
town of Bristol by the name of Watts 


may always be found a strange looking 
instrument resembling a much distort- 
ed frying pan with a long handle and 
supported by an iron framework close 
to the caldron. Just under this is a 
hole in the floor opening down into 200 
feet of dizzy darkness. The "pigs" of 
lead are hauled up to the top of the 
tower by means of a 
massive iron 


chain, and there melted down in one 
of the two melting chambers. When 
this is accomplished one of the attend- 
ants stands by with his tremendous 
ladles and spoons the liquid soup of 
molten lead into the colanders. 
The 


size of the shot, of course, depends on

rooms" when striking a solid body, the 
heavier and softer lead behind the steel 
tip spreading out and tearing its way 
through flesh and bone, inflicting a 
frightful wound. 
The English repre- 


sentatives at The Hague claim that 
this is the only bullet that will effec- 
tively check the mad charge of savage 
and fanatic tribes on civilized infantry, 
and for this reason will not agree to its 
abolition. 


Wonderful developments have been 


made in the manufacture of these lead- 
en missiles since the time they were 
first cast one by one in rough iron 
molds. 
It is not often that a mere dream is 


the direct source of a new idea and 
invention capable of revolutionising 
an important industry. 
But there is- 


one instance of such an event recorded 
in history, and that instance is in con- 
nection with the process of shot mak-

dreamed a dream in which was reveal- 
ed to him the inspired fact .that if only 
his drippings of melted lead were to 
fall from a sufficient height ..before im- 
pact with the water beneath they would 
be sufficiently cooled during their de- 
scent and would retain their regular 
globular shape. 


The result of this happy dream was a 


speedy test from the tall tower of the 
Church of St. Mary Eedcliffe in Bristol 
town with so much" success that the 
inventor immediately took out a. patent 
and later made a fortune from the 
same. 


Nowadays 
in nearly every manu- 


facturing town in this country can be 
found one of these tall shot towers, 
where the process of shot making may 
be seen busily carried on. 


This process is an extremely inter- 


esting one. The typical shot tower is 
divided into two stories, one floor about 
80 feet from the ground, and the other, 
which is at the top of the tower, nearly 
twice that height. On the floor of each 
story is a tremendous caldron, heated 
by a stove placed beneath it. Beside it

the size of the holes in the colander, 
and as the thick liquid slowly drips 
away it is replaced by fresh ladlefuls. 


The shot is then removed from the 


water tanks below and carefully dried, 
after which it goes through the process 
of sifting. A certain small proportion 
of the shot is always imperfectly form- 
ed, and to separate the goats from the 
sheep, as it were, or rather the chaff 
from the wheat, it is put through a 
sort of diminutive thrashing machine. 
It is then placed in long horizontal 
cylinders revolving by machinery and 
pierced by .different sized holes. Ac- 
cording to the holes from which it is- 
sues the shot drops into appointed re- 
ceptacles. After this it .is placed in re- 
volving barrels, the long continued 
turning wearing away its 
original 


greenish hue and leaving it a glossy 
black. It is then done up in stout can- 
vas bags, ready for shipment.

speaking. It certainly would not do for the young women who" enjoy to the ut- 
most the conversational opportunities of the opera. They would probably re- 
gard as a little less than insane the body of men who voluntarily take the vow 
of eternal silence. The Trappist monks who do this have some most remarka- 
ble and severe rules. They not only never speak except when absolutely nec- 
essary, but they eat only vegetables and fruits and drink only water.

Their beds are not the soft, .comfortable ones found 
in well kept houses, but consist of boards without covering.-"--Their only words 
are pious chants and prayers, with occasional religious readings and such 
speech as is demanded in the performance of charity. They are very hospita- 
ble, however, welcoming their guests with absolute prostration and providing 
them with the flesh foods which they themselves never taste. It is a some- 
what democratic order. They elect their own abbot, but are not permitted to 
concert among themselves for his choice. They are to be found in large .num- 
bers throughout France, and there is now a colony of them in Quebec.

This is the famous 
blue diamond known as tho Hope dia- 
mond. In plain English. Lord Fjancia 
Hope, the titled but impecunious hus- 
band of the one time American girl. 


May Yohe, wanted to sell this family 
stone, but his brother, the Duke of 
Newcastle, and his sisters objected. 
The English law courts in the end sus- 
tained the duke in his objection to hav- 
ing an old family jewel fall under the 
hammer. The Hope stone was the first 
blue diamond that ever came into Eu- 
rope and in the rough weighed 100% car- 
ats. 
It was brought from India and 


was sold to Louis XIV, for whom it was 
cut and mounted. During the troubles 
of revolutionary times the stone mys- 
teriously disappeared and remained lost 
for 40 years. When again found, it 
had been recut, and after a number of 
strange adventures it was purchased by 
certain diamond merchants of Amster- 
dam for the sum of $90,000. Later it 
passed into the Hope family and has 
since remained with them.

At llanaos the arrival of the American gunboat provoked a 
meeting of protest, the people of that place having never before sec-n a r.:an- 
of-war. They thought it impossible, in fact, for such a ship to advance 1,000 
miles up the Amazon. Boyond this, however. Ihe Wilmington has met \viih 
little opposition. She has steamed up the tsolinioess river as iar as Iquitos. and 
since then has gone almost as far inland as the Cordilleras, a distance only a 
few hundred miles from -the Pacific. This gunboat was designed especially 
for river service, and has a speed of over 15 knots an hour. She is slightly 
over 250 feet in length and has a draft of only 9 feet. Her machinery con- 
sists of triple expansion twin screw engines and she is furnished with a 
large military mast rigged up with conning tower and a powerful search- 
light.

He picked out a piece of 
land, IVs sections in extent, near the boundary line between Colorado and Kan- 
sas, and on this huge farm, with the aid of the Salvation Army, started his 
colony. The land was bought for $22.50 per acre, with 11 years' time for pay- 
ment. This colony of 26 families, or 400 persons, has built homes, established 
stores, put in crops, erected a church and schoolhouse and is generally con- 
tented, happy and prosperous.

$1,40 A DAY FOR NINE HOURS 


W:th Twenty Cents an Hour fcr Over- 


time. From 20 to 50 Men To Be 


Employed Besides Teamsters. 


Local Trap Rock Men 


Are Out of It. 


The active work of clearing State 


street for the paving will begin tomor- 
row morning it is expected. Work was 
begun this morning plowing up the sur- 
face of the street, and tomorrow the 
contractor expects to put on a force of 
men and teams clearing off the street.

and drivers. During some of the woil: 
about 50 men will be employed, besides 
teamsters. 


The matter of wages and hours in a. 


day's work is the most interesting one 
to the labor unions of the city in cn- 
nection with the paving. Mr. Sherman 
was asked in regard to the matter this 
morning, and said that he w-as plan- 
ning to pay $1.40 a day for nine hour's 
work, and that 20 cents an hour wouU 
be paid for overtime to those who card 
to work another hour a day, making 
$1.60 for 10 hour's, work. For drivers 
and teams the pay will be $3.10 a day. 
the company furnishing the wagoi-p. 
For these 40 cent.5 an hour will be paid 
foi- overtime. 


THs schedule is slightly more ihan 


Mi. Sherman announced when he was 
in the city before. Then he gave out 
$1.33 a day for nine hours, and r.ak"; 
nothing about a desire to work over- 
time. He hopes, however, that the men

Statement of the Accounts in the Case. 


Famous Case Under Way. 


The hearing in the suit of the L. L. 


Brown Paper company of Adams 
against Tjevi L. Brown was scheduled 
to begin yesterday morning at 10.30 
o'clock, but owing to the delay in the 
:'i rival of the auditor, John W. Mason 
( f Northampton, the first session did 
nut commence until 2 o'clock in 
the 


afternoon. 
There were present Law- 


yers William H. Brooks of Springfield 
and John F. Noxon of Pittsfield, for the 
plaintiffs; Charles H. 
Williams, his 


son, Howard H. Williams of New York, 
and Henry L. Dawes, Jr., of Pittsfield, 
for the defendant. Expert Accountant 
Edward A. Buss of Boston, for 
the 


company, and Expert Accountant Car- 
minkle of New York, for Mr. Brown. 


The entire afternoon was taken up by 


Mr. Noxon, who gave a very complete 
history of the case, showing that the 
total amount at stake is $491,951, while 
the direct claim of the company is, 
with interest, $280,818. This does not 
take into account the notes- due the 
concern for payment, after the failure 
in 1S9L Not a member of the company 
knew about the claims representing 
$150,000 of the Zylonite company, the 
Episcopal church building society, the 
Berkshire Sand Glass company, or the 
LuranBrown account; all of which it 
is claimed Brown had charged to him- 
self. , 


Mr. Noxon showed two pages of ac- 


counts written in vari-colored inks on 
the books of the company, but only a 
few of them represented the actual 
business transactions of the corpora- 
tion. The speaker said that the busi- 
ness represented to have been trans- 
acted by Mr. Brown for twenty years 
up to 1893, as recorded by the books, 
was no less than $50,000,000, while the 
sales of the firm amounted only to 
$475,000. 


This reveals a vast sum, it is claimed, 


utilized by Mr. Brown without the 
knowledge of the other corporate mem- 
bers of the firm. Mr. Noxon had not 
finished his argument when the court 
adjourned at 5 o'clock. 


SERIOUS BLOW TO PITTSFIELD. 


Stanley Company Sold and May be 


Hloved From City. 


The business and plant of the Stanley 


Electric Manufacturing company, Pitts- | 
field's fading industry, has been sold. I 
The price paid by the purchaser—for j 
the deal so far stands in the name of a 
single person, whose name the man-ag- | 
ers of the Stanley company refuse to 
disclose—is $150 per share, and in. all 
probability this individual, whoever he 
is, represents one of the big companies, 
and in due time the Stanley company 
will pass into other hanOs. The nego- 
tiations for the sale have been in prog- 
ress for some months and while the de- 
tails of the sale are not now consum- 
mated, nor will they bs in some time, 
the matter became public property yes- 
terday uhen it was decided to notify 
all stockholders how matters stood and 
give all of them an opportunity to ob- 
tain the same prices for their stock. Of 
couise the smaller stockholders have 
'not yet signified their desires in the 
matter of the sale, but a majority of the 
stock has been sold so that the pur- 
chaser of it now controls the business 
of the company .which of course, means 
the plant has been sold as completely 
as though every individual 
actually 


holding stock had agreed to it. 


While the name of the purchaser has 


not bpen made public rumors are afloat 
that the business and plant has fallen 
into the hands of the Sprague Electrical 
company of New Jersey and New York. 
This company is one of the few, which 
with the Stanley company, are outside 
of the big pool of electric manufactur- 
ing companies. 


The sale includes all the tools, ma- 


chinery, shop rights, patents and other 
property of the company but not the 
building, as that is the property of Wil- 
liam A. Whittlesey, who built the shops 
expressly for the Stanley company. 
. Of ccurse the future of the Stanley 
company is the^H absorbing topic and 
in relation to that Manager Hine could 
give no definite information. Mr. Hine 
said however that the arrangements 
were such that the business would go 
on uninterruptedly fcr some time yet— 
perhaps a year—perhaps for less time 
—he waa not prepared to say about 
that. 


It was afterwards learned from other 


sources that in all probability the Stan- 
ley company have a lease of the pres- 
ent shops and the new owners would 
probably operate them until the expira- 
tion of the- lease. It is understood this 
lease expires some time' in 1900. After 
that time whether Pittsfield will have 
the shops longer is problemetical. 


Certain it is, the control of the Stan- 


ley company has passed into the hands 
of sti-angers -and so far as Pittsfield is 
| concerned no on,a knows whether the 
' business will remain there or whether 


inside of the next year the entire plant 
will be removed to some other city. 
This unexpected, turn in the affairs of 
the Stanley ccmpjuiy is received doubt- 
fully and with a "great deal of appre- 
hension by the* business men of the 
city and especially" by the employes of 
the shops, many of whom own properly 
here and fear that their stay in Pitts- 
field will be short. If it does transpire 
that the Stanley company's business is 
removed from this city it will be a blow 
to the business interests of the city, 
and unless something can be secured to 
take its place it will be felt far more 
than anything of its kind that has 
struck the city for some time. 


The managers of the concern were re- 


ticient when asked for the reason the 
stockholders, or a majority of them, 
had sold their stock, considering- the 
good business the concern had always 
enjoyed and the large quantity of or- 
ders now on the books. From the out- 
side it is learned that the main reason 
the management decided to sell, was 
that the electrical business has gotten 
into such shape during the past few 
years that the smaller companies felt 
that in order to keep up, more money 
was needed. Some of the smaller com- 
panies have put in more money while 
others have sold out. In the case of the 
Stanley company it is said that the ex- 
tra capital to increase and enlarge the 
biisiness could not be obtained here, and 
that the managers decided to take a 
thing that was sure and good instead 
of an uncertainty.
